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Foreword: 

For  publication  convenience,  the  descriptive  material  ordinarily 
the  Introduction  to  the  1949  annual  report  has  been  consolidated  with  that  for  195  . 

The  work  of  this  bureau  falls  naturally  into  registration,  tabulation  ^d  analy¬ 
sis.  Registration  is  the  cornerstone  of  analysis  and  an  effective  law  is  e  corner 
stone  of  registration.  Even  so,  only  in  comparatively  recent  years  has  it  become 
well  established  that  usable  vital  statistics  depend  upon  an  adequate  law.  Missouri 
still  lacks  a  suitable  law  with  adequate  enforcement  provisions.  The  present  {  9  ) 

law  is  an  improvement  over  its  1909  predecessor,  but  it  is  deficient  in  five  major 
respects:  (1)  It  does  not  provide  a  direct  and  effective  means  for  its  enforcement. 
(2)  It  permits  divided  authority  in  the  collection  of  records  by  not  repealing  con- 
flictlng  prior  laws.  (3)  The  portions  relating  to  cremations  and  disinterments  and 
the  handling  of  records  for  sudden  and  accidental  deaths  does  not  reflect  mo  ern 

custom  and  usage.  (4)  The  portion  relating  to  recording  and  certification  of 

marriage  and  divorce  records  is  incomplete.  (5)  The  mode  of  filing  and  cert  ying 
records  for  children  of  doubtful  paternity  is  not  clearly  stated. 


In  1949  and  1950,  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  maintained  a  field  staff  of  280 
persons  engaged  in  collecting  original  records  of  birth,  death,  and  stillbirth. 

These  persons  also  handled  burial  and  transit  permits  and  interpreted  the  vital 
statistics  law  and  procedure  to  the  general  public.  They  were  paid  by  the  count/ 
or  city  where  they  performed  their  duties.  In  addition,  the  154  county  recorders 
and  circuit  clerks  supplied  marriage  reports  and  divorce  and  adoption  certificates. 


As  an  aid  to  improving  completeness  and  accuracy  of  birth  registration,  the 
central  office  mailed  each  mother  whose  child  was  registered  immediately  after 
its  birth  a  photocopy  of  its  certificate  together  with  a  request  to  indicate  errors. 
This  program  has  been  successful.  The  1950  Birth  Registration  Test  showed  that 
Missouri  had  97.  9%  of  its  live  births  registered  during  the  90-day  test  period  as 
compared  with  90.2%  during  the  1940  test  period. 


Registration  Summary: 

The  demand  for  vital  records  for  legal  evidence  has  lagged  several  decade 
behind  the  demand  for  them  as  the  basis  for  vital  statistics.  It 
the  last  decade  or  so  that  their  demand  as  documents  has  been 
period  of  Intense  activity  centering  around  1943,  the  demand  has 
recently.  An  upward  trend  is  agam  evident. 


Every  one  of  the  nearly  five  million  records  now  on  hand  must  be  readily 
accessible  daily  to  provide  the  type  of  service  the  public  demands*  About 
200,  000  new  records  were  filed  each  year  in  1949  and  1950.  They  were  divided 
each  year  approximately  as  follows:

Statistical  Services: 

In  August,  1949,  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  began  expanding  its  statistical 
program  to  provide  a  central  tabulating  and  analytical  service  to  the  other  bureaus 
of  the  Division  of  Health,  The  bulk  of  the  new  work  to  date  has  been  with  communi¬ 
cable  diseases.  The  statistical  service  is  also  expected  to  provide  the  technical 
assistance  required  in  the  design  and  control  of  sample  surveys  and  in  preparing 
and  analyzing  materials  used  in  evaluating  health  activities.  Difficulty  in  recruiting 
personnel  at  the  present  salary  scale  and  in  securing  floor  space  for  equipment 
and  employees  is  delaying  the  expansion. 

A  vital  record  is  valuable  in  a  local  health  program  if  it  is  received  soon 
enough  after  the  event  to  permit  local  action.  However,  its  full  use  in  Missouri  is 
impaired  because  in  many  areas  the  record  is  collected  by  the  local  registrar  and 
mailed  sometime  later  to  the  local  health  office.  Only  legislation  can  correct  this 
defect. 

The  potential  uses  of  a  birth  certificate  are  many:  The  places  of  occurrence 
and  residence,  the  occupation  and  industry  of  the  father,  the  relative  ages  of  the 
parents,  their  color,  the  number  of  previous  children  born  to  the  mother  alive, 
alive  and  now  dead,  and  stillborn,  all  reflect  the  socio-economic  status  of  the 
family  and  the  vitality  of  the  mother.  These  are  fundamental  facts  in  providing 
local  services.  The  length  of  prenatal  care,  weight  of  the  child,  complications 
of  pregnancy  and  delivery,  and  congenital  defects,  are  all  valuable  only  if  available 
promptly  after  the  birth.  An  analysis  of  a  large  number  of  records  reflects  the 
community  status.  These  findings  in  turn  lead  to  public  health  education  activities. 
The  stillbirth  certificate  is  equally  useful,  but  it  is  usually  ignored.  Evidence  is 
accumulating  to  indicate  that  the  records  for  children  born  dead  after  the  36th 
week  of  pregnancy  and  for  children  born  alive  and  dying  within  the  first  four  weeks 
of  life  will  be  used  increasingly  more  in  the  near  future  to  obtain  facts  needed  to 
lower  the  loss  of  life  during  this  one  remaining  critical  period. 


The  value  of  death  certificates  as  guides  for  health  programs  has  changed 
materially  during  the  last  twenty  years  because  of  the  reduction  or  elimination 
of  communicable  diseases.  Death  certificates  are  becoming  more  important 
now  for  studying  characteristics  of  diseases  whose  prevalence  is  apparently 
associated  with  an  advancing  life  expectancy  and  in  helping  to  measure  population 
variations  between  decennial  censuses. 

The  tabulation  of  data  from  the  original  records  filed  in  the  Bureau  Vital 
Statistics  has  long  been  a  statistical  service,  but  analyses  of  these  tabulations 
have  been  infrequent. 

Population; 

The  total  population  of  Missouri  has  been  increasing  very  slowly  for  many 
decades,  doubling  itself  only  once  during  the  last  75  years.  The  proportion  of 
people  living  in  urban  places  has  also  doubled  during  the  same  time.  There 
were  3,  954,  653  persons  reported  at  the  1950  Census  on  April  1.  These  were 
spread  from  Carter  County  with  4,  777  to  St.  Louis  City  with  856,  796.  Almost 
one -half  of  the  state's  population  lives  within  the  metropolitan  areas  of  Kauisas 
City  and  St.  Louis  and  in  Buchanan  and  Greene  counties.  Those  areas  embrace 
only  3%  of  the  state's  total  land  area.  The  slow  expansion  of  the  state's  popu¬ 
lation  and  its  urbanization  have  paralleled  a  major  shift  in  the  age  and  sex 
distribution.  There  are  now  more  females  than  males  and  a  high  concentration 
of  people  at  the  older  ages.  In  1890,  one-half  of  the  population  was  under  Z1 
years  of  age,  as  compared  with  about  33  years  of  age  now.  The  life  expectancy 
at  birth  is  now  about  69  years  as  compared  with  about  52  years  forty  years  ago. 
For  many  decades,  at  least  one-half  of  the  state's  yearly  net  natural  increase 
has  emigrated.  These  shifts  in  population  are  mirrored  in  the  various  tables, 
particularly  A,  B,  I  and  L. 

Live  Births: 

In  1949,  there  were  recorded  87,372  live  births;  in  1950  there  were  87,948 
recorded.  After  taking  into  account  the  error  in  estimating  the  1948  population, 
the  1948,  1949  and  1950  rates  are  essentially  the  same,  namely,  22.3  per  1,000 
population. 

The  high  birth  rates  of  the  period  before  1915  are  being  observed  again, 
but  probably  for  a  different  reason.  Whereas  large  families  were  the  rule  then, 
the  unusually  high  proportion  of  newly  formed  families  probably  accounts  for  the 
present  rates.  Nevertheless,  the  upward  trend  that  ran  rather  uniformly  from 
1936  to  1947  appears  to  be  broken.  The  birth  rate  appears  to  be  remaining  at 
its  present  high  level  because  of  the  return  of  the  armed  forces  to  civilian  life. 

It  may  remain  a  few  years  longer  at  this  level  because  of  the  additional  marriages 
being  performed  in  anticipation  of  the  probably  return  of  civilians  to  the  armed 
forces.  The  relatively  few  persons  born  during  the  depression  years  and  now 
reaching  the  age  of  parenthood  are  insufficient  to  maintain  this  artificially  high 
level  at  the  present  reproduction  rates.  A  decline  in  the  birth  rate  should  occur 


near  mid-decade,  becoming  more  marked  towards  the  close. 


Because  of  the  large  number  of  births  occurring  in  the  hospital  centers 
on  the  state's  boundaries,  the  interstate  exchange  is  considerable.  This 
amounts  to  a  net  loss  to  Missouri  of  oi^er  2.  000  per  year,  as  a  comparison 
of  the  first  lines  of  Tables  B  and  C  shows. 


Stillbirths; 

The  1947  law  requires  the  reporting  of  the  occurrence  of  every  child  born 
dead  Jter  \L  twentieth  week  o£  pregnancy.  The  filing  of  the  c-tAcMe  reeU 
by  law  with  the  person  in  charge  of  the  interment.  This  me  u  es  a  p 
other  relative.  The  attendant  at  birth,  either  the  physician  or 
responsible  for  reporting  the  medical  particulars  relating  to  both  the  child 
the  mother.  Evidence  points  to  the  fact  that  Missouri  reports  about  °^“ha]l 
of  the  stillbirths  that  occur.  Further,  the  reporting  in  rural  areas  where  home 
deliveries  are  more  common  is  much  lower  than  in  large  population  centers. 
Aside  from  the  valuable  data  provided  for  maternal  and  child  health  activities, 
the  extent  of  stillbirth  recording  provides  a  measure  of  the  social  consciousness 
of  a  community.  Tables  B,  C,  and  D  carry  the  principal  data  on  stillbirths. 


Inf  amt  Deaths: 

For  mamy  years,  the  infant  death  rate  has  been  considered  a  sensitive 
index  of  sanitary  conditions  in  an  area.  Since  the  principal  causes  of  infant 
death  have  now  shifted  to  those  inherent  in  prenatal  conditions  and  delivery, 
most  of  the  value  of  such  an  index  is  lost. 

In  the  period  from  1913  to  1950,  the  number  of  recorded  deaths  of  persons 
under  one  year  of  age  has  dropped  from  7,  120  to  2,  562.  This  represents  a  drop 
from  a  rate  of  94.  6  for  1,  000  live  births  to  29,  1.  Most  of  this  decline  has  been 
in  the  age  group  "from  one  month  to  one  year".  With  essentially  the  same  birth 
rate,  exactly  50%  of  the  infant  deaths  recorded  in  1913  were  in  this  group,  as 
compared  with  about  28%  in  1950.  The  relatively  small  decline  in  reported 
deaths  from  premature  birth,  congenital  malformations,  and  other  diseases 
peculiar  to  early  infancy  is  partly  due  to  the  improved  reporting  of  deaths  under 
one  month,  particularly  under  one  week.  Principal  infant  death  data  appear  in 
Tables  B,  C,  G,  and  L. 

In  1950,  of  the  55  deaths  of  all  ages  from  whooping  cough,  35  occurred 
among  persons  under  one  year  old.  Data  for  recent  years  show  23  under  one 
year  out  of  33  total  in  1946,  49  out  of  68  in  1947,  29  out  of  33  in  1948  and  16 
out  of  25  in  1949.  In  other  words,  214  people,  70%  of  them  infants,  died  during 
the  past  five  years,  in  spite  of  the  availability  of  adequate  preventive  measures. 
Many  measles  deaths  still  fall  into  the  infant  category.  The  pneumonias 
List  490-493;  763)  accounted  for  11%  of  all  infant  deaths  in  both  1949  and  1950. 
Incomplete  medical  certification  of  cause  of  death,  even  after  a  special  inquiry 
of  the  attendant,  no  doubt  has  prevented  classifying  many  of  these  deaths  to  the 


more  correct  underlying  disease  or  condition. 

The  poliomyelitis  epidemic  in  1949  accounted  for  133  deaths,  of  which  9  or 
6.  7%  were  infants.  In  contrast,  in  1911  of  62  deaths  reported  in  a  fairly  normal 
year,  13  or  21%  were  infants.  This  disease  has  steadily  moved  upwards  from 
infancy  into  the  high  school  ages  during  the  last  40  years.  This  shift  is  probably 
partly  due  to  better  diagnosis  and  partly  to  the  elimination  of  other  fatal  com- 
municable  diseases. 

Maternal  Deaths: 

The  concentration  of  efforts  on  a  single  group  of  diseases  and  the  excellent 
results  obtainable  are  well  demonstrated  by  the  decline  in  maternal  mortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  reported  as  being  due  to  causes  incident  to  the  puerperal 
state  has  dropped  from  584  in  1913  to  70  in  1950.  This  represents  a  decline  from 
94  per  10,  000  live  births  to  8.  2. 

Deaths  by  Cause: 

The  age  distribution  of  the  population  and  the  nature  of  its  environment 
greatly  influence  the  causes  of  death  and  their  relative  frequency.  For  example, 
cancer  has  risen  in  a  few  decades  from  a  comparatively  infrequent  death  cause 
to  the  second  most  frequent.  In  contrast,  Asiatic  cholera  and  yellow  fever  no 
longer  are  reported  in  Missouri,  yet  at  various  times  in  the  past  these  took  turns 
in  ravaging  the  state  with  mortality  rates  exceedingly  high  by  present-day 
standards. 

After  a  child  has  passed  the  age  of  one  month,  accidents  are  the  chief 
threat  to  his  life  until  he  passes  middle  age.  Communicable  diseases  and 
respiratory  diseases  are  next.  From  about  age  35,  accidents  are  replaced  by 
heart  disease  and  cancer.  Tuberculosis  becomes  of  considerable  importance 
between  35  and  54  years.  Although  far  behind  geriatric  conditions,  accidents, 
particularly  falls,  become  important  again  among  the  aged.  The  leading  causes 
of  death  -  heart  disease,  cancer  intracranial  vascular  lesions,  accidents,  etc., 
in  this  order  -  give  a  clear  indication  of  how  age  affects  cause. 

In  evaluating  the  significance  of  a  cause  of  death,  there  is  the  common 
fallacy  that  more  frequently  a  cause  of  death  occurs,  the  more  important  it  is. 

For  example,  poliomyelitis  has  a  very  low  death  rate,  but  it  is  considered  by 
many  persons  to  be  a  very  important  disease.  To  provide  data  to  meet  a  wide 
range  of  interests,  summary  tables  for  each  county  and  large  city  have  been 
included. 

Classification  of  Diseases; 

As  the  World  Health  Organization  indicates  in  its  Manual  of  the  International 
Statistical  Classification  of  Diseases,  Injuries,  and  Causes  of  Death,  (Vol.  I, 
Geneva,  1948),  the  purpose  of  a  statistical  classification  is  often  confused  with 
that  of  a  medical  nomenclature.  A  statistical  compilation  is  intended  to  supply 


information  on  groups  of  cases;  a  nomenclature  is  intended  to  supply  an  approved 
list  of  names  for  recording  pathological  and  clinical  observations.  The  problem 
of  statistical  classification  is  to  select  a  limited  number  of  categories  encompassing 
the  entire  range  of  approved  medical  terms  compatible  with  the  demands  of  research. 
The  necessary  compromises  have  led  to  decennial  revisions  as  medicine  has 
advanced,  the  1948  edition  being  the  sixth.  For  the  first  time,  an  attempt  has  been 
made  to  include  a  non-fatal  disease  and  injury  list.  One  of  the  several  changes 
in  titles  has  been  to  bring  hypertensive  disease  into  prominence  as  an  individual 
statistical  rubric. 

Simultaneously  with  the  adoption  of  the  sixth  revision  in  1949,  the  arbitrary 
statistical  assignment  of  a  cause  from  a  joint-cause  manual  was  abolished.  The 
The  nosologist  now  selects  the  underlying  cause  according  to  the  manner  in  which 
the  physician  lists  the  causes  on  the  death  certificate,  provided  that  he  has  used 
proper  nomenclature  and  has  listed  the  causes  in  proper  medical  sequence.  The 
proper  listing  is  the  immediate  cause  following  in  order  with  antecedent  causes 
until  the  true  underlying  cause  of  death  is  stated.  If  the  physician  believes  another 
disease  or  condition  has  played  an  important  role,  he  lists  this  also  in  the  special 
place  provided.  A  properly  certified  record  will  more  nearly  reflect  the  physician's 
diagnosis  under  the  new  statistical  classification  procedure  than  in  the  past. 

Marriages: 


A  new  feature  of  the  1949  report  is  the  inclusion  of  tables  on  marriage  and 
divorce.  The  central  recording  of  information  on  these  subjects  began  July  19, 
1948.  Reports  were  received  from  110  recorders.  Of  the  marriages  reported, 
70%  of  the  brides  were  listed  as  single  as  compared  with  60%  of  the  grooms. 

The  median  ages  at  marriage  were  26  years  for  the  groom  and  22  years  for  the 
bride.  The  marriage  rate  in  1949  in  Missouri  was  8.8  per  1,  000  population  as 
compared  with  10.6  for  the  United  States.  The  lower  Missouri  rate  reflects  both 
the  effect  of  a  weak  marriage  reporting  law  and  the  older  population  in  the  state. 
Marriage  data  are  used  in  public  health  both  in  conjunction  with  estimation  of 
population  composition  between  decennial  censuses  and  to  aid  in  analysis  of  birth 
trends  and  other  demographic  problems. 

Divorces  and  Annulments: 


Reports  were  received  from  96  circuit  clerks  in  1949.  However,  since 
many  attorneys  were  not  fully  aware  of  the  law,  the  data  supplied,  in  many  cases 
were  incomplete  or  inconsistent.  This  condition  improved  greatly  in  some 
categories  in  1950.  Since  the  percentages  are  nearly  the  same  both  years, 
divorces  are  summarized  here  for  1949  only.  The  divorce  data  requested  on  the 
special  certificate  are  generally  in  addition  to  that  on  the  usual  decree.  This 
has  caused  confusion  both  in  obtaining  the  data  and  in  what  constitutes  adequate 
certification  of  proof  of  divorce. 

Table  KK  shows  the  distribution  by  grounds  for  the  12,  912  divorces  reported 
in  1949.  Of  the  total  divorces,  9,  565  or  74%,  were  issued  on  the  grounds  of 
incompatibility  or  indignities,  and  2,  167  or  17%  on  the  grounds  of  desertion  or 
gross  neglect.  There  were  83  annulments  because  of  age. 


Of  the  3,  389  divorce  petitions  filed  by  the  husband,  91%  were  granted  the 
divorce o  The  wife  filed  9,  339  petitions  and  won  all  except  73,  One  surprising 
fact,  as  noted  in  Table  HH  was  that  only  572  or  4.  4%  of  the  divorces  were 
contested.  In  addition,  152  cases  reported  lacked  adequate  information  to  classify 
the  petitioner.  Table  JJ  shows  that  alimony  was  granted  to  the  wife  in  2,  748  or 
21%  of  the  cases  and  to  the  husband  in  2  cases.  No  alimony  or  property  settlement 
was  made  in  69%  of  the  cases. 

In  1949,  at  least  8,  463  minor  children  were  deprived  of  the  type  of  en¬ 
vironment  that  is  usually  considered  basic  to  proper  child  development.  Although 
it  may  be  true  that  some  children  would  benefit  from  the  removal  of  an  unde¬ 
sirable  parent  through  divorce,  it  does  not  appear  very  likely  that  this  benefit 
would  extend  to  very  many  of  the  children  involved  in  the  5,  096  divorces  reporting 
them.  These  minor  children  form  the  basis  of  one  of  the  most  pressing  social 
problems  of  our  times. 

Table  GG  indicates  that  half  of  the  divorces  in  1949  were  granted  to  couples 
who  had  been  married  5  years  or  less.
